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John lliram Lathrop 


John Hiram Lathrop, president 
of three state universities, began 
his career as an educator in 
the 
Middle West when he become the 
first president of the 
University 
of Missouri and closed his career 
twenty-five years 
later 
as 
the 
University's seventh president, In 
the intervening period 
he 
was 
president of the universities 
of 
Wisconsin and Indiana and secre­ 
tary of the board of examiners at 
West Point. 
John Hiram Lathrop was born 
in Sherbourne, Chenango county, 
New York, on January 22, 
1799. 
He was graduated from Yale Col­ 
lege in 1819. and in 1829 went to 
Hamilton college as professor of 
mathematics and natural philoso­ 
phy. 
Lathrop was advanced 
in 
1835 to the Mayard professorship 
of law, history, civil polity, 
and 
political economy. In 1840 he was 
elected first president of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri and took 
of­ 
fice on March 1, 
1841. 
He 
was 
elected president of the Univers­ 
ity of Wisconsin in 1848 and serv­ 
ed in that capacity for ten years. 
After two invitations he accepted 
the presidency of the University 
of Indiana, then returned in 1860 
to the University of Missouri as 
professor of English literature. In 
1863 he was chosen chairman of 
the faculty and 
later 
advanced 
for the second time to the presi­ 
dency, Lathrop was a man of at­ 
tractive 
personality, 
thorough 
scholarship, and unusual teaching 
and 
administrative 
ability. 
He 
died on August 2. 1866, and was 
buried in Columbia. 
His first responsibility as presi­ 
dent of the University of Missouri 
was to formulate an organization 
under which a teaching program 
might be developed. 
This 
was 
accomplished by dividing the cur­ 
ricula into five departments: 1st. 
the department of ethics, history, 
civil polity, and political economy; 
2nd. metaphysics, logic, 
rhetoric 
and English literature; 
3rd. an­ 
cient and modern languages and 
literature; 4th, mathematics, nat­ 
ural philosophy, and 
astronomy; 
5th., chemistry mineralogy, geol­ 
ogy, botany, natural history 
and 
philosophy. 
According to his scheme of or­ 
ganization, the Id&Alty of the new 
institution was U* fiOHsist of 
five 
professors including the president. 
Each man was to be in charge of 
one division and was required to 
be 
an 
educator 
and 
cultured 
gentleman as well as a specialist.

At the time that Baron Liebig, the 
father of agricultural 
chemistry, 
was fighting to gain a place 
in 
German university

Hiram Lathrop, during 1854 
and 
1863, in both Wisconsin and Mis­ 
souri, was urging the boards 
of 
curators to create a 
college 
of 
agriculture and mechanical 
arts 
in the university. 
As 
early 
as 
1843 he saw the need for a 
pro­ 
fessional school of education to 
supply teachers for the education­ 
al system of the state, and tried 
to prevail upon the legislature and 
the board of curators to establish 
a professorship of education with­ 
in the university. Through his ef­ 
forts the McDowell Medical Col­ 
lege in St. Louis was made a part 
of the University in 1846. Early in 
his career he predicted a 
time 
when 
the 
“state 
University” 
would be coeducational and free 
to the youth of the 
State. 
The 
I inclusion of “many schools in one 
university” was the ideal toward 
which this pioneer educator vig­ 
orously worked. 
He builded well; 
on the foundations laid by Lath­ 
rop, President Read and 
others 
directed and molded the growth of 
the institution. 
President Lathrop’s last term as 
president of the 
University 
of 
Missouri rounded out a quarter of 
a century of the university’s his­ 
tory. For fourteen of the twenty- 
five years Lathrop, often on half 
pay and meager resources, with 
political factions and groups con­ 
testing 
every 
progressive 
act, 
worked for the establishment 
of 
his ideal university. 
Limited to 
the income from students tuition 
and to small uncertain dividends 
accruing from the investment of 
the seminary funds in the Bank 
of the State of Missouri, he 
and 
his inseparable friend James 
S. 
Rollins, “Father of the University 
of Missouri,” 
strove 
unceasing­ 
ly for the accomplishment of 
a 
common objective, a great Uni­ 
versity of Missouri.
